| Saturday, April ist, 1950—This 
week has seen a further decrease 
in the incidence of communicable 
diseases, There have been a total 
of eight cases of Scarlet Fever, two 
in the Village of Carstairs, and the 
remaining six east of Carstairs- 
Didsbury railway track, Only four 
of the cases notified were found 
to be “true bills’ for rubella (Ger- 
man Measles), and whilst we had 
reports of Mumps. we were unable 
to verify these as the notification, 
Which came through the post, 
reached us too late. We were glad 
to be able to state that we have 
no further cases of Measles report- 
ed to us. 
It seems that very few members 


of our community are aware of
